Hitler had very definite ideas as to how this program should be carried out, 

and these ideas were partially ombodiec in the series of directives and orders 
with which the Tribunal is now familiar, Some of these orders were to be executed 
directly by the Wehrmacht, some of them by other agencies of th: Reich, but in 
coordination with and supported by the Vohrracht. 

For the rapid and economical "pacification" of occupied territories, after 
Hitler had consulted Drauchitsch the OK issued the order of 22 July, 1941, which 
ordered the connanders-in-chiof to osta:lish Security, not by sentencin:; the 
guilty in courts of law, but by sproacinz; "such terror as is likely, by its 
mere existence, to crush every will to resist апопсз the population," For the 
same purpose, ОКИ issued the order of 13 Tay, 1911, which suspended the uso of 
military courts for punishing offenses by onomy civilians, and directed that 
the troops thenselves should accomplish pacification by "ruthless action", the 

most extrene mebhods, and "cexLlective despotic measures" a>-ainst localities, 
in furtherance of these abominable policies, it was further ordered that the 
German troops who committed offensas against Soviet civilians were not to be 
punished at all, unless punishment were necessary to maintain discipline and 
security or prevent waste of food or materiel. Every commissioned officer on 
the eastern front was to bo instructed probly ani emphatically to behave in 
accordance with these principles, The language of the order was calculate. to 
incite officers and men alike to the most despicable behaviour, 
In these two orders we can sec tho basic composition of this revolting picture, 
In more cetail, Hitler expected parti 
Russian policies and regines from officers and acents of tnx 
and from all Jews, These elements ho decided to exterminate utterly, as they 
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remain a constant fecal point of rests ance within the occupied 
re~Lons, 

In furtherance of these policies of mass murder, the OK issucd the order 
for the killing of all political conmmissars who micht be captured. This, like 
the comando order, required the murder of defenseless prisoners-of-evwar, and in 
this case tho military leaders bchaved in precisely the same fashion, Not one 
comuondereinechief openly protested or openly announced his refusal to execute 
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the order. л few commanders may have refused to distribute it down to the 
troops, out it was distributed and became well-known over the entire eastern 
front. aS in the case of the commands order, we are told that by tacit 
acreencns anong the commanders, it was not carried out. The evidence in 
support of this is that particular commanders or other officers nover 
personally knew of ап instance where à captured comnissar was shot, Wo nay 
assume the truth of some of these statements, but it is nonetheless totally 
incredible, in view of the order's wide distribution, and the deliberate

brutalizin; of the German soldier by such orders as these ani such directives 
as Reichenau and Manstcin issued ts Uieir troops, that the comisszr order 
was not carried out in many casos, It must have been. 

The campaign of mass extermination was extended from cormissars to 
all Communists by the OKW order of 16 September 1941, which directed tha 
all cases of resistance to tho “ehucacht, no matter what the circumstances , 
should ре attributed to Communists anc that "the death penalty for 50-100 
communists should generally be госарклод as suitable atcnement for one Germa 
soldier's life." 

Terrorization and exploitation of the Russian countryside and oxtorninatio 
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of undesired elements could not, obviously, be carried 
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out by the ‘iehrmacht alone, Keny other agencies of the Third Reich had an 
important share in this far-flung, evil program, ¿mong these other agence LES, 
perhaps the most unspeakable were the special task forces of Himmler, known 
as Dinsatzgruppen and Einsatzkommar. or, The mission of these units was to 
assist in "pacification" and pave the way for the new political regime by 
stamping out opposition, and particu? -rly by slaughtering communists and 
Jews. Ме knows both from contomperary documents and from the confession of 
the leader of one of these units, with what terrible fidelity that mission was 
performe.. 
The particular missions of the Einsatzgruppen were assigned by Himmler, 
but these units could not simply be turned loose in the operational and vear 
areas of a conquered territory, without administration, supply, communication 
facilities, and sufficient control by the military to insure that their tasks 
would be coordinated with, and at le^st would not obstruct, military operations 
The defense has made every effort to conceal this plain fact, but апу soldicr, 
ond indeed anyone who gives the matter thought, must know that it is true, 
and this is quite clear from the cocuments, The ОКТ Directive for Special 
Areas of 13 March 1941 provided that “immler could send these ünits into 
operational arcas in order to perform "special tasks for the preparation of 


the political administration, tasks which result from the struggle which 


has to be carried out between two op: osing political systems." But the order 

carefully specified that the execution of Himmlor's tasks should not disturb 
militar; operations, and that the units were subject to the Supreme authority 
of tho commarderein-chief of the army in the operational. area, The billotirg 
and feeding of Himmlors units wes to be furnished by tho army, It was directed 
that further detaisl should be arranr«d botwoon the OKH and Himmler, Broa 
chitsch has confirmed that subsequently the details were settled: at a conference 
between Hoydrich and General Wagner of OKH, and Schellenberg, who drafted the 
agreement, has described its contents,

library. 

In completo contradiction to the unintellivjent lies of the "witnesses" 
for tne Defense of the SS are the dccuments which exposi this cri inal 
organizaticn.

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3e the system of SS included the SS economic administration in charge 
of concentration camps, the adminisuration for the cconsclidation of the Ger- 
man nation, which put into practice the infamous doctrines of racialism, and 
all the Hitlerite police organizati ns, among them such agencies as Einsatz- 
gruppen and “onder=Kommando. 

It is hardly worth disputing the assertions of the Defense, that the 
relation of the SS to the police wa: "purely external" and to be explained 
Simply by Himnler's "personal union".
